Washington, February 6.—(Special.)—A

Peoria, Ill, February 6—Rev. George 
H. Simmons, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist chureh, president fthe Interstate 
Savings bank, and of the ePoples Sav- 
ings bank and recently appointed mana- 
ger of the Yates-senatorial campaign in 
Peoria county, was found dead in bed 
today.

prevented my using.” 

The last line, ‘‘Time

indicates he was dying as he brought 
' the letter to a close.

Half Mile of Open Track. 

Just about half a mile from Bolton 

the wagon approached street car 


track at the water works crossing. At 
this point there is an open track fer 
almost half a mile and it is easy to see 
ahead, 

According to Motorman Lyons he saw 
the wagon as it approached the track, 
but he says that it stopped just behind 
one of the stations which have been built 
by the company for the accommodation 
of passengers while awaiting the arrival 
of their cars, 

Thinking that the boys had etopped to 
wait until the work car had gone past, 
the motorman let hie car go on and, ac- 
cording to his statement, just as he 
reached the station, when it was too late 
for him to stop, the boys tried to get 
across in their wagon before the car 
could reach them. 

At the time of the accident the con- 
ductor, the motorman, two foremen and 
seven or eight negroes were on the car. 
The motorman is said to have been in 
his regular place on the car. 

According to the statement of people 
who live near the scene of the accident, 
the smash up occurred very near to a 
public crossing, and not far from the 
railroad, where by law the street car 
should have showed up in, order to avoid 
any possible accidents. 

The two boys were picked up at once, 
and were taken to their home as soon as 
possible. where a physician was calle? ‘n 
to attend to their wounds and do what 
he could to insure their safety. 

Little Fellow Dying. 

It was seen almost from the start that 
the little boy could not live. He has 
never regained consciousness. One of 
his arms was broken, he was badly 
bruised and cut, and a big hole was 
made in his head. It was reported last 
night that he was suffering from con- 
cussion of the skull, and that he could 
not live, his death being expected tu 
occur some time tn the night. 

The condition of Robert is a little un- 
certain. He was badly bruised and in- 
jured, and Is now complaining of a pain 
in his side, which may be the result of 
gome other injury, He is not consider- 
ed out of danger: 

Nym Hurt, of the Georgia Rallway an! 
Eiectric Company, stated last night that 
all he knew of the accident was what 
he had learned from the conductor and 
motorman. 

“As I understand it,” said he, “the 
work car Was operated properly, and the 
accident could hardly have been avoided. 
The motorman says that he was in his 
place, and tat he saw the wagon ap- 
proaching the track, but that it stopped 
just behind the little station when : 
reached the track. Thinking that it waa 
waiting for him to pass he @!d not stop, 
but going on reached the station just 
in time to see the boys try to take the 
wagon across before the car could hit 
it. He was too close to the wagon 
stop. 

‘‘At the time of the accident there were 
about ten people on the car. 8S. M. 
Lyons was the motorman of the car. 
There was also a conductor on the car, 
two foremen, and seven or eight ne- 
groes. The accident occurred Just some 
distance from the crossing."

Asking for Specifications. 


General Barr read applications from 
many. contractors throughout the coun- 
try desiring specifications for the big 
Savannah contract. Most of these ap- 
plications failed to specify the nymber 
of copies desired, but in one instance it 
was plainly stated that three coples 
were desired. Then came a second let- 
ter from the National Dredging Com. 
pany, Willlam Churchman, Wilmington, 
Del., stating that instead of spevifica- 
tions Carter had enclosed a copy of the 
ordnance officers report from one of the 
harbor forts. To this Carter offered an 
apology by letter and = enclosed. as 
seemed his rule, one copy instead of 
three and this nine days before the date 
fixed for opening the bids. 

Some of the letters received b¥ Carter 
showed that he sent specifications as 
late as three days before the date fixed 
for opening the bids. One written by 
Carter enclosed specifications {8 days 
after the receipt of the request for them. 
Several letters from contractdérs who ha¢ 
been sent specifications were received by 
Carter. Some of these, read [in court, 
stated owing to the short time left them 
the contractors had been unable to pre- 
pare bids.

‘Bewards Also Offered for Man Who 


Burned Gin House and a Put- 
nam County Murderer—TI'wo 
Rewards Paid for Arrest 
of Criminals. 


Governor Terrell offered several re- 
wards yesterday for the arrest of cer- 
tain criminals and paid two rewards for 
criminals who have been captured and 
convicted. 

A reward of $200 was offered for the 
errest of the unknown person who mur- 
dered Arthur Wood in Cobb county on 
July 1, 1905. Wood was found dead 
with evidences of vicience upon his per- 
son, near the home of his mother, just 
across the line between Fulton and 
Cobb counties. The case was quite a 
mysterious one, especially in view of the 
fact that Wood had been under arrest 


in Atlanta a short time before for al- 


leged assault upon a young white woman 
bere. All sorts of theories were ad- 
vanced as to the killing but no positive 
Solution of it was ever found His 
mother recently came to the executive 


Office and requested Governor Terrell to 


offer a reward for the arrest of his 


slayer. According to her statement, ef- 
forts were made t6 have it appear that 
Wood had committed suicide by drink- 
ing carbolic acid: But the acid had 
evidently been poured upon him, for it 
was found that the top and back of his 
head had been burned by it. 

The governor also offered a reward of 
$2650 for the unknown pergon who set 
fire to and burned the gin house and 
barn of Joshua P. Covington, in Daw- 
son county, on October 9, 1905. Under 
the law the governor is ‘compelled to 
offer a $250 reward for the apprehension 
of any one burning a gin house. 

There was offered a reward of $1!00 
for the arrest of Mixey Calhoun, color- 
ed, wanted in Putnam county for the 
murder of Julia Crawforé, on December 
ber 12, 19065. 

Two Rewards Paid. 

Governor Terrell paid a reward of $200 
yesterday to George 8. Mathews, sheriff 
of Travis county, Texas, for the arrest 
of Luther Glazener, who was wanted in 
Fannin county for the murder of his 
wife. He was convicted of murwer in 
Fannin superior court last July and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. 

A reward of $100 was also patd to 
Jesse C. Graner for the arrest of George 
Earle, wanted in Fulton county for 4s-

@heshire on March 12, !905. Harle was 
convicted and sentenced to serve eight 
years in the penitentiary.

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EXPOSURE OF FACTS KILLS 
DEVICE OF LAND AGENTS 


The Eldorado of the Southwest is Attracting Very 
Few Georgians These Days -- Satis- 
fied With Georgia. 


ESTERDLAY Was again one of the 
dates for the selling of low rates 
to the southwest on the part of 

one of the large western lines from Bir- 
mingham, ‘ut there were only a few 
travelers from this section. As has been 
frequently stated in The Constitution, tne 
matter of keeping Georgians and others 


living in the southeast from being de- 
ceived by the promises of land agents 
and advertising matter, has occasioned 
strenuous action on the part of many of 
the lines in this territory. Many of the 
passenger Officials of the southeast are 
now attending a meeting of the confer- 
ence committee of the Southeastern Pas- 
senger Association in Tampa, and it is 
expected that this matter will be brought 
up for special consideration and general 
discussion, 

One of the passenger officials in a po- 
sition to know stated that there were 
only some fifty or sixty passengers who 
took advantage of the low rates to the 
southwest vesterday, and of this number 
all but ten or fifteen were taking oppor- 
tunity of the reduced rates simply. for the 
purpose of seeing the country. Officials 
who heard of the greatly reduced number 
of those who were taking advantage of 
the rates for the purpose of settling in 
the southwest expressed themselves as 
much gratified. They also stated that the 
newspapers and the state and city author- 
ities of Georgia and otner southeastern 
states had done much to stop this whole- 
sale emigration from this section at a 
time when the undeveloped natura! re- 
sources need more labor rather than less. 


Still another reason given by the rail- 
road officials for the dropping off of this 
southwestern traffic is the fact that so 
many who have hurried to this fancied 
eldorado have hurried back again just as 
soon as they could get money enough to 
buy a return ticket. That the stories told 
by those who returned were very differ- 
ent, indeed, from those of the land agents, 
and that the same amount of labor ex- | 
pended in Georgia would have brought 
them far greater and more profitable re- | 
turns than attended their endeavors in, 
the southwest. 

Besides there being more opportunities 
for making money in the southeast, the 
conditions existing in the southwest were 
reported by many to be nothing less than | 
hardships. There were many of those | 
who returned who claimed that it Was a 
privilege to work hard in Georgia, where 
there were schvois, churches, newspapers, 
libraries and ocvher modern institutions | 
for enjoyment when the day’s work was 
over. But to have to work and see their 
children grow up in ignorance or tg be 
deprived of all the privileges, taken and 
considered only as their natura] right 
in Georgia, was a state of affairs which 
most white people would not tolerate, 
unless there were big profits to make 
up for such a loss. When actual expe- 
rience proved that there were better 
chances for making money in Georgia 
than in the southwest, it was not wonder- 
ful that the people were beginning to 
learn these things for themselves, and 
that where there were hundreds hurrying 
to the southwest a few months ago, there 
were only ten. or fifteen who yesterday 
left the southeast for the purpose of liv- 
ing in Oklahoma and that section.

It is also well known ty 
all careful students of the question of 
actual supplies of spot cotton and _ the 
enormous demands of legitimate con- 
sumption, that there will not be a suf- 
ficiency of raw cotton to meet demands 
for consumption before another crop can 
be planted, cultivated and harvested. Tha 
present price of spot cotton I{s_ there- 
not based upon the intrinsic value 
staple. No cotton this season 
has been sold on the basis of its ‘n- 
trinsic value. ‘Rearish’ speculation § is 
now Tunning riot with the cotton mar- 
ket. The present ‘bear’ raid has been 
caused by a combination of spinners, ©X+ 
porters and bearish speculators, organiz- 
ed a few weeks since in New York to 
drive the market down for the distinct 
purpose of breaking the backbone of the 
presene holding movement among the 
farmers of the south. and to destroy the 
effectiveness of the Southern Cotton As- 
sociation as a factor in the future mar- 
keting of the south’s great staple crop. 
Nearly nine million bales of the present 
crop has already passed out of the hands 
of the producers furnishing temporary 
needs of spinners and placing them in 
an advantageous position. as they have 
the ammunition.

After he has com- 
plied with this law, then he can pro- 
cure from us at the rate of 10 cents per 
ton all the fertilizer tags that he mav 
need. The manufacturer is required by 
the department to report to us all sales 
or shipments of goods. stating whither 
they are shipped and to whom and vwtv- 
ing the name and guaranteed analysis 
of the brand thus shipped. This is put #4 
on record, thus enabling us to keep 
track of all fertilizers shipped and send 
Our inspectors to get samples, 

“Twelve inspectors are kept on duty 
the year round by the department, but 
since during the busy season this number 
is not sufficient to do the work properly, 
We are compelled to put on an additional 
number to serve for short terms. The 
inspector's position is one of great im- 
portance and responsibility. and should 
he filled by (ntelligent and reliable men 
S. much money is invested by the farm- 
er in fertilizers that he fs entitled to pro- 
tection against spurious and worthless 
fertilizers. This security the department 
of agriculture affords him through its 
inspectors and state chemist. Since the 
farmer has not the lega) right to re- 
fuse payment for a bogus fertilizer on 
the plea of failure of consideration, %{* 
would be criminal in the state not 
give him protection.”

LAID 10 GRAVES 


This Is Asserted in Daniel-Eng- 
lish Answer in Contempt Suit 


Defendants Declare That Editor in 
Chief of News Made Statements 
Under Oath Which He Knew 
at the Time To Be 
Untrue. 


Accusations of swearing to statements 
he knew to be false are made against 
Hon. John Temple Graves by Charles 
Dantel and Colonel J. W. English, Jr., 
in their answer to the contempt pro- 
ceedings in The Atlanta News case.
